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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on September 19, 2003 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 14, line 17 & claim 18, line 18: "a respective local display" is vague and indefinite 
for it is unclear whether the respective local display is a display on a screen of a displaying 
device or a displaying device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claims 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Roch et al. (US 
4,847,775). 

Roch et al. discloses a machine (113) for making folded boxes from blanks including: an 
inherent conveyor for moving a box blank through a succession of working stations (delivery 
station, ejection station, folding station, creasing station); a respective machine element (gluer 
jaws, creasing conveyors and folders; see Figure 7) for acting on the box blank; a respective 
position sensor (photo cells or other devices) connected to a calculating unit (134) via a control 
bus (32) for detecting the actual positions of the respective machine element (column 5, lines 46- 
49); a memory unit (135) connected to the calculating unit (134) via the control bus system (32); 
wherein the respective machine element is associated with a respective local display on a touch 
screen (26) which displays graphically or alpha numerically necessary information of the 
respective machine element including actual position of the respective machine element (column 

5, lines 46-58), so that the respective machine element can be adjusted by an operator (column 2, 
line 66 - column 3, line 10). 

6. Claims 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Denk et al. (US 
4,554,777). 

Denk discloses a cartoning machine (10) including: a conveyor (14) for moving a box 
blank (1) through a succession working stations (column 2, lines 26-36); a respective manually 
positionable machine element (20); a respective position sensor (52) associated with the 
respective machine element; a central memory (73); a central computer (74); a respective local 
switching unit (55); and a respective local display device (62). Regarding the limitation: "a 
respective local display at each machine element" as recited in claims 14 and 18, the display 
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device (62) becomes the respective local display device when connected to the respective 
machine element. 

With respect to claim 15, the computer (74) calculates a direction in which the elements 
must be displayed and the display device (62) displays the calculated direction (column 4, lines 
42-58). 

With respect to claim 16, although not expressly disclosed, it is inherently understood 
that bus system is normally used for connecting the computer, the memory and other devices in 
the machine of Denk including the sensor (52) and the display device (62). 

With respect to claim 17, Denk teaches that individual programs and data are stored in 
the memory (73) and on diskettes or similar data carriers (column 5, lines 1-4).
